Palestine's. gates should be opened 
wide, he declared, ‘and if the provisions of the. white 
book were applied, it would be impossible to save even 
Jewish children since no other country was open to them. 
At‘least two million Jews could make their living in 
Palestine as farmers and this immigration would not 
‘ore judice Arabian interests.

2. This statement was reported with approval by 
"Morgon-Tidningen" of March 28th. The mattsr.was further 
discussed by "Aftontidningen". This newspaper expressed 
the opinion that now if. ever Palestine's frontiers should 
be opened unreservedly to the few Jews who could still 
escape the’ .Nazi- terror. ' The Arabs' demand for-an immigration 
ban was scarcely justified, and the Arabs in Palestine had 
suffered’ no harm as a result of Jewish immigration. On

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It is reported that a united chalutz (pioneer) 
movement, run by the Histadruth was established in Egypt some time 
ago and has its headquarters in Alexandria. The aim of this move-' 
ment is mainly to prepare young people for immigration into Palestine, 
to spread Hebrew culture and Zionism among Egyptian Jewry and to 
assist in the collection of monies for Zionist funds. 
2. Reports received recently indicate that, Hashomair Hatzair 
objected to the creation of this united ‘chalutz movement and, in the 
face of Histadruth. opposition, created a movement of its own called 
Hativri Hatzair. This independent enterprise operates from Cairo 
and Alexandria and is said to be inspired with the same ideals as 
the united movement, but naturally with more Left bias. Right Wing 
delegates to the Inher Zionist Council have on-numerous occasions 
demanded that disciplinary action be taken against Hashomer Hatzair 
for its separatist activities but, although the VNapai promised to 
look into the matter, nothing appears to have been done in this 
respect. gave iat 


3. Both the chalutz movements cooperate with the Zionist 
Organisation in Egypt and it is said that the youthful members 

of Egyptian Jewry are eager followers whilst their elders lack 
enthusiasm ‘for Zionist aspirations. Delegates from Palestine 
periodically visit Egypt to supervise and assist the movements and . 
to collect funds. Among'these is an employee of the Keren Kayemeth 
le ‘Israel named Yaacov Czernowitz who, although he is neither 

a doctor nor a lawyer, may be identical with the person mentioned ° 
in para. 2:0f the report enclosed in ‘Cairo Embassy letter No. 68 
(151/92/44) of the 6th May, 1944,. Not only is he concerned with 
the’ collection of funds for Keren’ Kayemeth le 'Israel' but also with 


‘the welfare ‘of Jewish soldiers. lme. Kluger, as Palestinian‘citizen, § 


is a member of W.1.Z.0. who collects funds for the ‘welfare of 
Jewish refugees and concerns herself with the cultural requirements 


‘of Jewish A.T.S.

occur in the report and which appear to be first names only.

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A visitor of Palestine today cannot help but be con- 
vinced that. its situation is exceedingly grave and. serious - 
a situation which may at any moment lead to great events. : 


gir Ronald Storrs, former Governor. of Jerusalem, was 
right when he said recently: "palestine, among all Middle 
East countries, is the country most liable to disturbances 
and confusion. in future." ' 


Jewish efforts have increased in all the countries of 
the world, especially in Anglo-Saxon countries, where the 
Jews enjoy'a distinguished status and influence, particularly 
in the fields of finance and press. As the war approaches 
its inevitable end, great. Jewish/ propaganda armies. are in~ 
ducing people, in, various methods and ways, to sympathise 


‘with the Zionist Cause. 


Tt must be admitted that this well organised provaganda 
has achieved great success, the most notable being the : 


-strange and yueer statements made by @ number of paramount 


administrators and politicians in America and England in 
favour of ‘Zionism. The strangest of all these statements 
possibly was the decision, which it is said willbe pre- 
sented for discussion at the next Labour Party Conference, 
and which involves - in addition to the unrestricted opening 


of the gates of Palestine for immigration - asking Egypt, 


Transjordan and Syria to surrender their rights in part of 
their lands so as to make Palestine large enough to hold. 
immigrants from all countries of the world. :

It is now the time for work and for fruitful bargain- 
ing. . But if things are to be left until the war is over, 
the opportunity might be lost, .and conditions might ‘not 
be favourable. - : 


The Jews were not satisfied with their, political 
effort and: propaganda, so they resorted to a large scale 
arming movement. It is clear that the Jews in Palestine 
possess large quantities of arms, most of which are of 
the newest type and smuggled to them from various sources 
and place, and it is still being smuggled to them. , 


They have organised terrorist: gangs following military, 
regulations and rules,'similar to those of Fascism. No 
doubt. that among them there is a group of. adventurers who 
do not hesitate to risk their lives when sacrifice is 
necessary - as-recent events have: shown, when they attacked 
the Police centres, and. blown up with bombs some other places. 


The Arabs on the other hand, if they do possess some 
arms, have only those mostly of obsolete types. Even though 
they are double the number of the Jews in the. country, yet 
if they were to face them in a fight, they may fail .to 
defeat the Jewsy unless: they receive reinforcement from the 


Fe ee ene Arab voutries, a thing which is not impossible. 
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PALESTINE QUESTION IS THE: ARAB WORLD'S QUESTION. 


The. future of Palestine concerns all Arab countries, 
and it is even connected with the essence of their entity 
and existence... So. the interest in it is not a mere platonic 
feeling of sympathy or a support in worlds only. 


A look at the map is sufficient to convince us that 
Palestine is the centre of the whole circle of the Arab 


‘world. ‘It is - in addition to its holiness for Moslems as 


well. as Christians - the joining bridge among Arab countries, 


| and the ‘indispensible means to maintain the touch or con- 


nection between the Hgyntian, the Iraqi, the Syrian, the 
Lebanese and other people of the Arab world. \ 


Arab unity will never exist unless Palestine maintains 
its Arab colouring, and unless its Arab people are sure of 
their future. 


Jewish greediness and objectives are not confined with- 
in the boundaries of Palestine, but the Zionist programme 
involves control of the major part of the Arab East - after, 
of course, settling in Palestine and ensuring being a majority in’ 
the country. 


We do not mean hy this that they are after political 
supremacy. They may be satisfied with financial and economic 
supremacy. If they achieve, in addition to their actual 
control of the commercial markets in Egypt, Iraq and other 
Arab countries, what they are aiming at - making Palestine 
the Middle East industrial centre - if they were to succeed 
in this, they would be able to control, at least the Arab 
world's financial affairs. 


Though the future of Palestine concerns all Arab ‘countries, 


‘yet the Palestinians are in the first place looking to Egypt 


and its young King. 


The Palestinian Arabs are our nearest neighbours. 

Their country was under Egyptian rule for a considerable 
period of time, during the days of Mohammed Ali the Great. 
The Palestinians still remember the’ justice of. Ibrahim Pasha. 
Phere are in Palestine Egyptian ruins and antiquities going “ 
back.to different eras. There is in Palestine now.a large 
Egyptian community, as well as a number of large Egyptian 
families; there are even several villages of Egyptian origin. 


FROM BALFOUR DECLARATION TO WHITE PAPER. 


None of the world's question had the justice of the. case 
so evident as that of Palestine. Before the last war, 
Palestine was not a geographic or a political unit by itself, 
enjoying an independent. sovereignty, but was a part of ‘the 
Ottoman "Wilaya" of Syria, or in fact the southern third of 


‘Syria. 


Zionists continued making effort and holding conferences 
for the establishment of a national home. When the last war 
proke out the interests of the British and those.of the Zion- 
ists happened to meet; the British interest lying in their 
desire to find a pivotal centre in the Near East, and. to pro- 
tect the Suez Canal from the East; the Zionest interest being 
to depend on a strong power to achieve the Zionist aims. This 
led to the Balfour Declaration. 
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: The Balfour Declaration did not aim at making Palestine a 
Jewish State, but stated that the Jews will have a national 
hohe in Palestine. Britain Has fulfilled its promise, and 
even achieved more than it had promised to achieve.

Before the last war, the proportion of the Jews in 


Palestine was 6 to 7%; this percentage has now risen to 33%. 


These. figures are sufficient to show what the Zionists have 
gained. : : 


Following the Balfour Declaration, .the Palestine Question 
has passed. through many stages, until the Palestine disturbances 
broke out during the’ period- 1936-38 which led to the holding 

of a conference in. Zondon in which Palestine and the other : 
Arab countries were represented. When the members of the Con- 
ference arrived at no agreement satisfactory to all parties, 

the British Government issued, on the 17th May 1939,. the White 
Paper, which was approved by Parliament. Britain has stuck 

to, it, promising to put the policy involved into effect regard- 
less whether the arabs or the Jews accepted it or’ not. 


Tne White Paper comprises the following: 


£3. Lo maintain the proportion of two thirds and one 
' third among Arabs and Jews. . ( 


2, Prohibiting the sale of land to Jews, except in 
certain specified areas. 


3. Stopping Jewish immigration after March 1944, 


4. To reconsider the palestine Question after ten 
years, with the aim'of establishing a government 
enjoying autonomy. i 


In fact, the majority of the Arabs'in Palestiné accept 
the White Paper as a basis of agreement. and understanding, on 
condition it is applied with probity and honesty. ‘Zionists, 
however, did not accept it. Nothing will satisfy then but 
the establishment of a Jewish state the fate and future of 
which they will control. One of them has even stated that 
they want Palestine to become as Jewish as England is English. 


TO. WHAT EXTENT DID ZIONISTS SUCCEED? 


In Palestine today there are about 1,200,000 Arabs (the 
word "Arab" is given to Moslems as well as to Christians, 
as they are strongly united), and about 600,000 Jews (this 
estimate exceeds the official figures, as no doubt a consider- 
able number of Jews have infiltrated into Palestine through 
illegal channels). , 


The Jews, however, are a.mixture of different nationalities, 
and in spite of the effort made by Zionism to shape all in 
one Hebrew mould, there still exist great differences among | 
the Polish, Lithuanians, Russians, Rumanians Germans, Yugo- 
slavs, etc. They also represent different classes varying. in 
their standard of civilisation and progress, on top of whom 
come the Jews. from Anglo-Saxon or German countries. The civilised 
Jewish high class. looks atc lower classes with disdain. What 
Zionists fear most is that, when the war is over, the Jews 
coming from civilised countries will return to the countriés © 
in-which they were brought up. : : 


Zionism, it-is evident, has risen with financial contribu- 


“-+4dons made by Jews all over the world, “It cannot. be ignored 
that Zionism has: shown stupendous activity, and in some : 
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cases what may. look like miracles. But it is.better for us hot 
to be too much touched by:mere appearances,.and to analise their 
situation from the. point of view of agriculture and industry: 


Agriculture. Only 238 of the. Jews.in Palestine are now en- 
ihe ga agriculture, though they. claimed 


that. the first aim of Zionism was to go back to the land. This 

is in addition’ tothe fact that.a large part of their agricultural 
schemes is not: practically profitable, but rather similar to 
charitable establishments which do not run without foreign help. 


Industry. .-There is no doubt that the Jews in Palestine 
have succeeded during the present war - with 
the help of the British Government - in expanding their factories,’ 
and in producing a large number of various products and commo- 
dotiés which ran out of stock in markets.. In this field, they 
have gained a lot. : 


But if. we were to look. deep-at this rapid growth, and at 
the exceptional circumstances under which this growth has taken 
place, we cannot but be very reserved and cautious while thinking 
of its future, when government aid will stop, and when market 
gates will be wide open for foreign goods and products. Most 
probably the Palestinian industry will then’ lose most of what 
it gained during the present’ war. - 


THE PRESENT STTUATION OF THE ARABS: 


People have heard. a lot about the Jews progress in Palestine. 
No-wonder. .The Jews are most dexterous in propaganda and in 
knowing its methods ‘and ways ~ but the public rarely hear. about 
the progress of the Arabs, though the latter have achieved much 
in the various aspects of economic and social progress. - 


It is only fair ‘to point out here that the progress of the 
Arabs in Palestine was not the result of the mandate or Zionish, 


‘ but we may even say that it was achieved inspite of both. 


Zionism. stood as an obstacle in the way of ‘the natural growth 
of the Arabs; while the mandate granted the Jews the most in-~ 
portant economic concessions and privileges. Had it not heen 
for this the activity of the Arabs would have beén double what | 
it is now, and the Arabs would have kept for themselves the 


_ exploitation of Palestine's natural wealth. ' 


; The progress of the Arabs, during the last decades, went. on 
side by side with the progress of the-other Arab countries. 
Here are some facts, we give. as examples: 


Education. The Arabs in Palestine are one of the most in- 
terested nations in education. In the. schools 


' of. Palestine, there are more than 100,000 Arab siudents, boys 


and girls. You ean rarely find a: boy or a girl, at the age 
of 5-12 not going to school. They have a class of university 
students who are receiving their: education in. eastern and western 


shreichbe aera 4p | and a large number of university graduates who 
s 


have specialised in various professions. 


The Arabs.in Palestine have also established, with their 


‘own funds. and without foreign help, a large number of elementary 


secondary and art schools. These are in addition to government 
schools. where Arab students also receive their education. 
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Industry. Though the majority .of the Arabs are farmers 
: or deal in agriculture, yet they have not 
neglected ‘industry. There are several flourishing Arab 
factories, some for cigarettes, matches or soap, others for 
olive oil, sesame, furniture making, glass, hides, pottery, 
candies, carpets, dyes, weaving cloth, etc..) 


Agriculture and Livestock. The major part of agriculture 
in Palestine is in Arab hands. 


They surpass the Jews in the growing, of olives, vegetables 
and cereals, ® 


Recent. statistics show that the Arabs om jastock any 
‘times more than what the Jews own. The same is the case with 


animals such as horses; mules, donkeys, camels and poultry. 


Banks and Co-overative Societies. The, Arabs have two 
large banks, the capi- 
tal of each of which is purely Arab money, and both are in 
continual growtH. There are also more than 150 co-operative 
societies, though the co-operative movement in Palestine is 
only ten years old. 


Press and Publications. There is a great interest for 
reading in Arab Palestine. | 
There are several newspapers and magazines which are being 
published there, and about thirty Arab printing firms. As 
regards the share of Palestine of Egyptian newspapers and 
magazines, it exceeds that in any other Arab countries pro= 
portionally. 


Social Awakening. There is ; a promising social awakening 
in Palestine, in which Arab women 


are taking a well acknowledged part. This is in addition to 


a hygienic movement manifesting itself in the several private 
hospitals and in other. charitable hospitals the funds of 
which were collected as contribution, made by a ene number 
of Arab men and women. ‘ 


ARAB POLITICAL BODIES IN! PALESTINE 


The British entered Palestine as allies to the Arabs and 
not as.enemies. _So the Arabs received them with a. warm wel- 
come, and started looking forward to the day when their 
national aspirations would materialise... but in 1917, to 
their surprise, they were shocked with the Balfour Declaration. 


It is not the place here to discuss the promises the 
English made to the Arabs during. the last:war, and those made 
to the Jews, and to compare them, and. to show the inconsistency 
and contradiction involved in them... What we are concerned 
with here is that the Arabs in general and the Arabs of 
Palestine in particular, felt that a grave injustice has be- 
fallen them, and so all forces united to resist it. Distur- 
bances broke out, and-an Arab Delegation was sent to London 
in.1921, demanding the country's rights, and the cancelling 
of the Balfour Declaration. 


During this: time there was in Palestine a Jewish High 
Commissioner, Sir Herbert Samuel, who worked to: divide the 
Arabs among themselves. He dismissed Mousa Kazem Pasha El- 
Huseini from the mayorship: of. Jerusalem Municipality, and 
appointed instead Ragheb Bey Nashashibi. He then appointed 
Haj Amin El-Huseini Head of the Supreme Moslem council. , 


’

In this-way he. created: two competing groups in the country: :: 

Haj Amin° Huseini's group.and Ragheb Bey Nashashibi's group. 

The first: became to/known as "Va jlisyyeen", while the latter 

as the: Opposers. Competition between these two groups is 

still existing today; the first group being supported by a 

large part of. the nation and a number of prominent personalities, 
in the country, while the latter supported by mayors of the 
different mmicipalities in Palestine, in addition to some 
members of the wealthy class, : “ 


. In 1933 a group of young meh thought of forming a party 
which they called the Youth Party - Hizb Hl-Shabab!. The . 
leader of the Party today is Yacoub Bey el-Ghusein. 


In the same year, Aouni Bey Abdul-Hadi formed the "In- 
dependence Party" - "Hizb el-Istiglal", which was joined by 


a number of his friends. 


In 1935, elections for membership of the Jerusalem 
Municipal Council took place, when Haj Amin el-Huseini worked 
hard to. defeat Ragheb Bey Nashashibi, and agreed with Dr. 
Hugein :el-Khalidi to stand as an opponent. of Ragheb Bey in 
the elections. The result was that Haj Amin won the battle 


of elections. 


Thereafter; finding himself without an official post, 
Ragheb Bey Nashashibi decided to form the "Defence Party - 
Hizb el-Difa'a'™ - and opened a special office for it in 
Jerusalem... This Party was the first party in Jerusalem taking 
the form of organised parties. , 


Seeing that the opposers have formed an organised party, 
Haj Amin's group, "Al-Majlisiyyeen", decided to form an _, 
officially recognised party for themselves which they called 
the Palestinian Arab Party, for which Gamal Bey el Huseini was 
appointed President, while Haj Amin, leader of the Party, re- 
mained head of the Supreme Moslem Council. | > ; 


Dr. Husein El-Khalidi, though still in good terms with 
‘Haj amin's Party, thought of having an independent political 
structure, and so he formed the Reform Party - "Hizb El-Islah" ~ 
with some of his friends. 


ong nominal parties is the National Bleck Party "Hizb 
el-Ku = el-Wataniyya" - formed in 1935, by Abdul Latif Salah 
in Nablus. : ng : 


So in 1936 when disturbances proke out. in Paléstine 
there: were six parties in the country. Consequently, . the 
heads of the six parties united and formed the Supreme Arab 
Committee, which consisted of ten members, thehsads: of the 
six parties, and four other members among whom was Haj Amin 
who was elected President of the Committee. 
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All political efforts were unified and voncentrated in 
this committee. When disturbances continued for a long period 
of time, the British Government sent a Committee with Earl 
Peel at tits head which studied the situation, and issued a 
report suggesting the division of Palestine between the Arabs 


and the Jews. : 
Here, dissatisfaction among the Arabs reached its climax, 
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‘and disturbances spread again in: the country. ‘The Government 


considered the Supreme Arab Committee responsible «for that, 
and consequently dissolved the Committée and arrested its men- 
bers, Some of: whom were sent. in exile. to Seychelles, while 
others left the country... 


When disturbances became more and-more serious, in spite 


‘of the dissolving of the Committee. and the dispersion of its 


members, at a time when signs of a world war appeared in the 
admosphere of politics - the British Government decided ‘to hold 
a conference in London to which it called qa number of the 
members of the. Supreme Arab Committee and representatives of 
the Arab countries. The conferencé led to the issuing of the 
White Paper. 


This is a brief account of the growing of political 
bodies in Palestine. . What is really regretful is that there 
is not now a single political body in the country to represent 
all political groups. Efforts. were made in this respect but 
with no fruitful results. ; 


It is probable that the mediation of certain respectable | 
high circles may bring nearer the points of view of the dif- 
ferent groups, and verhaps Egypt is more suitable than other 
countries to undertake such a task, and to be a source of light. 


PALESTINE IS NO SOLUTION FOR WORLD’ JEWISH QUEST TON 


Herzel, the founder of Zionism, said "It is weak-mindedness 
to ignore the existence of a Jewish question. . The Jewish 
question exists wherever there is. a group of Jews. If there 
were a ‘place where no such question or problem exist, it will 


‘be carried. to’ it' by immigrants. We immigrate to places where 


we meet no. oppression, but our mere appearance in such places 
creates oppression"... ; ‘ ; ‘ ‘ 


Bernard Lazar, an authentic source in this subject, said 
"The general anti-Jewish feeling, which appeared’ in all places 
and at all times, is not a mere accidental affair, but there 
should be deep. causes for such.a feeling". 


In fact, it is one of the strangest phenomenon in history. 
The real explanation for it is that the. Jews did not like, or 
were unable to mix with the people among whom they were living 
because they consider themselves as the Chosen Race. Their. 
national characteristics. are still getting stronger and more 
and more distinct, in spite of their mixing and association 
with all nations of the world. on 


This feeling of superiority is the cause of all troubles 
that the Jews have experienced. Whenever a crisis or a dis- 
turbance appears in one country or another, all attention is 
directed towards the Jews, and all kinds of oppression fall on 
their heads. But all through their history, the Jews never 
experienced an oppression so.severe and comprehensive.as that 
they have experienced from the Nazi Germans. 


There is no doubttthat it is the duty of the world statesmen 
and politicians to find a solution for the. Jewish question. ~ 
It- is not the place here to discuss possible. or proposed so- 
lution. But what may'‘be said here:is that the colonisation of 
Palestine will not be the solution which will remove the. in~ 
justice the Jews are ‘suffering today. It is not, however, just 
at all to have the:Arabs be the only people to be asked to solve 
the world's Jewish. question. on the Arabs account alone with a 
disregard of all other nations.

If- history. repeats itself, TI imagine that after the war 
there will appear. an anti-Jewish movement, even among the 
- nations which. used to show. them: kind treatment. As soon as 
the “last. world war. was over, a severe anti-Jewish movement 
spread. in all Zurope and even in America. :

‘Perhaps we will not be far from being right if we decide 
. that the Jews themselves have to solve their question and that 
they: ought to. do away.with the racial idea which does not suit 
the spirit of this age. : : 
BEWISH AND ARAB AGREEMENTS 

Nothing shows better the cleverness and skill of the Jews 
than their success in winning a group of prominent statesmen 
to the Zionist. causé, a cause which could not stand.a test 
without prejudice and bias. Its vyoidness is clear, and could 
be seen just with a little thought. Mr. Morgenthau, a prom- 
inent Jew, who was American Ambassador in Constantinople in 
the last war, and‘father of the present American, Secretary of 
Finance, , said that Zionism was "the greatest misleading ideology 
ever appeared in Jewish history". ; ‘ ie 


Yes, the Zionist question is void from the racial, 
torical and economic points of view. But it is not sufficient 
that the Arabs should be convinced with that. The Arabs 
have to organise their propaganda on a universal plan to ar- 


‘rive at their aim. 


The only Zionist argument was that Palestine is the spirit-. 
ual home of the Jews, and their long sought country.. But. this 
argument is in no way one which should lead to the struggling 
of a peaceful nation in order to be replaced by homeless Jews 
coming from different’ parts of the world. : 


Today, however, when the Jews defend ,their cause, they 
insert other elements in their claim: : 


Once they say that the Arab countries are backward and 
need a‘citilising element like the Jews. 


Sometimes as they claim that the Arabs did not show the 
game sympathy thé Jews have shown towards the Allied Cause. 


: ‘Bhey also say that Palestine could’ absorb or hold more 
than five million people, so why Limit Jewish’ immigration? 
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They say ‘that the Jews have suffered from oppression to 
an‘extent that.they should be compensated for it by helping 


them to get settled. 
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And many. other arguments which could not stand an’ 
honest. and an unbiased discussion. 
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The Arabs. must, therefore, besides analysing these weak 
arguments, to spread their facts, which are nearly unknown 
to the Western world, which héars on most occasions, only one 
tone coming from one side. The Arabs have to spread facts such ass!

" PALESTINE AND THE GREAT POWERS 


Three great powers will’ have the highest. standing and 
the greatest. concern in the ‘world and the Middle Bast, after 
the war; Britain, Russia and America. ; 


America, however, though: very much. concerned and interested 
in ‘strengthening. its economic position in the Middle Hast, and 
in ensuring a free trade with no discrimination between one coun~

There are no Jews at Nejran, nor indeed, 
so far as is known, in the rest of the Jebel Druze. 


It is moreover singularly. ill-placed to send a 
‘eireular addressed to"Hebrew congregations of the 
British Empire" to Syria. fhe Political Officer 
reports that the arrival of! this Jewish propaganda 
from London is most untimely and has created the 


worst ‘possible impression. 


We should be grateful if you would take 
the matter up with the persons concerned and ensure 
that this does not occur again.

REPORT ON ARRANGEMENT: 
.FOR JEWISH SOLDIERS. 


For -the, fourth time during. this war, the Chief Rabbi’s 
Religious Emergency Council was granted by the Ministry of Food 
and the War Office the food permits.to supply all Jewish Personnel 
in H.M. and Allied Forces stationed in this country (with the 
exception of the U.S, Forces, who are catered for by their own 
Board). The Passover Commodities were. supplied. direct to 
individuals. or, through the medium of the Jewish Hospitality 
Committee, to the many centres throughout the country. The Chief 
Rabbi’s Kosher Canteen Committee co-operated by atranging for 
the supplies and dispatch of food rations (other than Matzo, wine 
and sausages) to these Centres. Isolated Garrisons with Jewish 
Personnel, like those on the Faroe, Shetland Islands, Azores and 
West Africa were also supplied. 

Thus the Council dispatched : 2 

25,000 ibs.-of Matzo, 5,000 Ibs. Meat. 
15,000: piats of Wine. 5,000 Hagodos. ae 

These reached thousands of Jewish soldiers and enabled them 
to celebrate Passover in the, traditional way. Preparations were 
commenced many months in advance. Wine was manufactured from 
raisins, in our own premises under the guidance of a special expert 
engaged for the purpose. The Stoke Newington Borough Council 
placed a suitable house at the disposal of the Council and in addition 
to the regular staff, as many as twenty additional workers helped 
in the preparations and dispatch of the.thousands of parcels and 
consignments. A few thousand pints of wine were alsp made avai 
able to the American Fore These and other supplies for Ameri 
cans as well asthe goods supplied’ to the Jewish Hospitality 
Committee were paid for by these bodies. 

The letters received from Chaplains, Officers’ and Privates, 
excerpts of which are attached to this report, show how deeply our 
service ‘was appreciated. a ‘ 

The success of these arrangements. would not have _ been 
possible without the -wholehearted co-operation of the Senior 
Jewish Chaplain to H.M. Forces, his office, and of the Jewish 
Chaplains in H.M. and Allied Forces, to all of whom the Council 
expresses: its deep gratitude. i 

Jewish communities, large and small, all over the country vied 
with each other to make the Jewish soldiers feel ‘at home” this 
Passover, 

The Passover Se#vice is an addition to the regular fortnightly 
Kosher parcel service maintained ‘by the Council. Observant men 
and women ‘in -H.M: and Allied Forces are provided with worsht 

i Since ‘the ‘inauguration of this service, 
more than 10,000 parcels have been despatched, at a total cost of 
something like £10,000. At present, the service costs £5,000 per 
annum. : ae ‘
